WASHINGTON. April 30.—The Committee 


on Bales has reported a resolution for the 
immediate consideration of the Senate de- 
pendent pension bill, to which the Mortill 
service pension bill may be ordered as a 
substitute. 


The total number of persons put on the 


pension rolls under the provisions of the 
bill will be 410,100 at an annual cast of 
$39,629,000. 


After farther debate an amendment was 


agreed to reducing the age limit to 60 years. 


The bill authorizes the Secretary of the 


Treasury to placa on the pension roll the 
name of any officer or enlisted man sixty 
years or over who served ninety days or 
more in the war and shall have received an 
honorable discharge, said pension to com- 
mence from tha date of application and 
continued during life, at tbe rate of $8 per 
month. All persons who served ninety 
days or more, were honorably discharged, 
and are now or may ba hereafter suffering 
from mental or physical disability shall be 
placed upon the list of invalid pension at 
$8 per month. Tbe bill also provides 
pensions for tha widow of any soldier 
when she shall arrive at tha age of sixty 
years or be without other support than 
daily labor.

When it reaches a grade of stabilitj and 
prosperity that will enable it to receive in 
the collegiate courses only graduates of 
reputable High Schools, much more satis- 
factory results will be attained. Even now 
our graduates could take a course of in- 
struction there in the Normal Class or any 
of the higher departments with great 
profit. Let the advanced students of the 
Nevada and of the eastern slope of the 
Sierras go to the Nsvada State University 
rather than to California institutions. They 
will here find ample food for thought and 
opportunity for study. 


"At tho Insane Asylum the inmatea were 


found well cared for. Everything about 
the place looked clean. Nowhere in ancient 
history do we read of asylums for the 
feeble-minded. Here was an institution 
representing the progress of the race in 
kindness and humanity. Dr. Bishop and 
danghter, and Mrs. Bishtel and Mrs. Bar- 
low were untiring in courtesy to the visit- 
ors.

The teachers all seemec 
glad that members of tbe Virginia Higl 
School had oomo down to see their work 
Many interesting exercises were witnessed 
and while all were good, those presentee 
in th<j rooms taught by Mrs. M. S. Doten, 
Miss Ada Lackey and Miss Cora Angell 
wero especially interesting.
